Besides the fact that the ves- 
sels are insufficiently equipped and are in need of repairs that 
cannot be made at present for lack of money, there is a po- 
litical reason for keeping them at Caniz. The country is on 
the verge of revolution, and the ships maybe needed to defend 
the fortunes of the reigning dynasty.

soon the Carlists may rise in revolt. The party is strong 
enough to successfully cope with the small army remaining 
in Spain, out might find a hard row to hoe if confronted by 
Camara's fleet.

American coaler Merrimac in the channel leading into San- 
tiago bay is regarded here as a fine piece of strategy. 
Al- 


though the sensational press refer to it as a disaster it was 
really a matter e.f design upon Commodore Schley's part. 
The vessel is an old one, useless for fighting purposes, but 
capable of carrying a large quantity of coal. By sinking it 
in the narrow channel Schley has corked the bottle in which 
Cervera is confined, None of his ships can now emerge 
from Santiago until the Merrimac is raised, which will re- 
quire weeks of work and the use of a large quantities of 
dynamite. 
The prediction is again made by naval officer* 


that Cervera's fleet will never emerge from Santiago harbor 
except as captive vessels or in the form of scrap iron and

fleet was destroyed. 
The only explanation -department 


officials make for the blowing up of the Merrimac is that she 
was deliberately sent into the mouth of the harbor with the 
expectation that she would be sunk and thus effectually cut 
off all avenues of escape for the Spaniards by blocking the 
larbor. 
Unofficial reports say it is not known whether she 


was sunk by her own crew or by the Spaniards. Some dis- 
patches Bay all on board escaped, while others say it is not 
tnown positively that there were no casualties.

Active Preparation* Ar« Heine Made to 


Send un Army to Tlml 1'lacu—Ad- 
miral Cervora Givon Ten Way* to Sur- 
render or Fight. 


"Washington, Juno 4.—Santiago, then 


Porto Rico, IB now said to bo the 
•war program. 


Active preparations are being made 


In the war department for sending un 
army to Porto Rico. Troops aro being 
ordered from Chlckamaugn nnd other 
southern points of mobilization to 
Jacksonville, from which place It Is 
cow tho purpose ot the administration 
to embark the army designed for Porto 
Rico. 


During the last three weeks the en- 


tire plans of the government as to tho 
policy to bo pursued have Veen mate- 
rially changed. At first th=ro was no 
other thought In the minds of the 
president and his cabinet than the first 
movement of the army should bo an 
invasion of Cuba for an attack on Ha- 
vana. 


Now, 
however, at the earnest solici- 


tation of Secretary Day, Gen. -Miles 
and other leading advisers of the pres- 
ident, It has been decided tho best pol- 


! night Major General Otis Issued an or- 
! dor directing the First Colorado nnd

I pines next Tuesdays. The news reach- 
; ed the encampment about midnight, 
and was received with manifestations 
of the greatest delight by the men 
chosen for tho second Manila expedi- 
tion.

As BOOH as news has been received 


In Washington of such n victory or- 
dtrs will be sent to Gen. Lee, command-

for duty In Porto Rico. 


The powerful fleet under tho com- 


mand of Admiral Sampson and Com- 
modore Schloy will proceed from San- 
tiago to San Juan, and by a fierce can- 
nonading demolish the fortifications of 
that place. 
Gen. Lee and his well- 


equipped army will then effect a land- 
Ing, ami will give battle to the 12,000 
Spanish troops now In Porto lUco. 


An army of occupation, con*stlnp of 


"about 4,000' men, will undoubtedly be 
left to hold tho city of Santiago do 
Cuba. It Is thought by tho officials of 
the army that this force will be suf- 
ficiently large, with the co-operation 
of the Insurgents under Gen. Garcia, 
to repel any Spanish attack that might 
be mndc. 


The remainder of the 12,000 men that 


are to be sent to Santiago de Cuba will 
be re-embarked nn soon as Admiral 
Cervera'B fleet has be«n disposed of, 
and will Join the army In Porto Rico. 


By following this plan It Is hoped by 


the president it will bo unnecessary to 
send the large army of Invasion Into 
Cuba and expose the troops to the many 
diseases that aro so easily contracted 
•by unaccllmatod men doing duty in 
that Island. It is hoped that the Madrid 
government, upon being dealt two 
such -decisive blows near the United 
States, will surrender.

CLEVERLY ARRANGED SCHEME, 


TVmthlneton Nuval Oftlclnli Soy the De- 


•tructlon of the Von.el W»» for the 
Parpnue of Shuttlnc th» S;mnlur<l» In 
the llurbor of Santiago. 


Port ati Prince. Hnytl. Juno 4.—Fri- 


day morning at 8 o'clock the American 
squadron again began a bombardment 
of the fortifications of Santiago <le 
Cuba, and a lively cannonade ensued 
for two hours, which silenced the Span- 
ish batteries. 


An American vessel, the Merrlmac, 


described In the advices from Santiago 
de Cuba ns an auxiliary cruiser, mak-! 
Ing a dash to force the entrance, suc- 
ceeded In passing the first line of de- 
fenses, hut was torpedoed about 500 
feet up the channel. 


Bhe went down "perpendicularly" (a 


pic). An officer, an engineer and six 
seamen were taken prisoners. 
The 


number of victims Is unknown. 


Only the funnel and mastheads of 


the sunken vessel can be seen. 


Cape Haltlcn, June 4.—Advices from 


Santiago say the auxiliary cruiser re- 
ported to have been sunk there was the 
Merrlmac. 


The Merrlmac la a collier which haa 


been with Commodore Schley's ileet 
since its arrival before Santiago and 
which has kept the warships supplied 
•with coal. She was formerly located 
at the Brooklyn navy yard. She is of 
1,898 tons, has four gunii of small cali- 
ber and has ordinarily carried a crew 
of sixty-five men. 


Washington, June 4.—The 
Wash- 


ington Post says: There Is absolutely 
no doubt In the minds of naval officials.' 
Jn Washington that the sending of tfao 
collier Into the harbor waa all a pre- 
arranged move on the part of Admiral 
Sampson. The use of a collier, the un- 
usual hour of the morning, the neces- 
sity of blockading the channel, so as to 
relieve some of the ships of the squad- 
ron from remaining stationed off San- 
tiago, the Importance of discovering 
whether the mines were effective—all 
these reasons make It certain that tha 
Merrlmac was deliberately guided to 
her destruction. It was not a Spanish 
victory. It was a cleverly arranged 
scheme on the part of the American ad- 
miral, and It was successful. The eight 
men in a Spanish prison are the real 
heroes of the war. 


MUST TAKK SANTIAGO, 


Sampson Given Full Power—Troopa to 


Be Sent Later. 


Washington, June 4.—There Is to bo 


, no delay on the part of the combined 


squadrons under Rear Admiral Samp- 
BOQ and Commodore Schlcy in bring- 
ing about speedily the capitulation of 
the city of Santiago and the capture or 
surrender of tho Spanish flotilla under 
Admiral Cervera.' It is also equally 
certain that no movement of United 
States troops from Tampa for tho occu- 
pation of Santiago will be made until 
that port Is completely In control of 
the navy. 


Empowered with full authority given 


him by the navy department Admiral 
Sampson Is expected to Immediately 
take such action against tho outer do- 
fenses of tho harbor as will render 
them no longer a source of danger to 
the entrance of an 
American 
fleet 


through the narrow channel leading to 
the Inner bay In which the Spanish 
fleet now lies hopelessly trapped. With 
the defenses demolished, the guns si- 
lenced and the garrison driven back 
Into the country, there will be no hin- 
drance to the entrance of the American 
fleet except the torpedo mines, which 
are reported to bo liberally distributed 
In tho channel, and the moral effect of 
which might prevent other fleets than 
those now commanded by Admiral 
Sampson from undertaking the haz- 
ardous expedition through them. 


Whatever 
preparations may have 


been made by tho army for the trans- 
porting of largo bodies of troops to the 
vicinity of Santiago have been indefi- 
nitely postponed until tho menace to 
them has been removed and tho Span- 
lah ships inside the harbor have been 
rendered useless for fighting. 


SAIL FOR CCRA. 


Troopn Kintmrkrd for Santiago and San 


Junn. 


Washington, June 4.—Despite all de- 


nials there Is the very highest author- 
ity for tho statement that troops to tho 
number of 30.000 or 35,000 are now on 
the water ready to land at once at San- 
tiago and at San Juan. Tho troops em- 
barked yesterday, and may havo been 
halted at Key West. They went from 
some point on the southern coast, but 
not from Tampa. 


It Is known beyond dispute that tho 


administration Is hourly expecting a 
battle that will be decisive, nnd that It 
haa made arrangements to follow it up 
immediately with tho 
occupation of 


Santiago and San Juan. 


Government 1'lum to Save Cash. 


Washington, June 4.—Tho decision

54,000,000 and 55,000.000 a month. Most 
of the volunteer organizations now in 
the Kervlce have boon organized with 
about S40 men to a regiment.

It la estimated that about 
62,000 men will be required for this pur- 
pose, leaving about 23,000 men under

Washington, June 4.—A vote was 


reached In the senate Friday on the 
last of tho finance committee aincjid- 
ments to the war revenue bill, and t.ho 
democratic-populist provision for tho 
Issue of $150,000,000 of greenbacks, and 
the coinage of tho silver seigniorage 1n 
tho treasury, was displaced by tho 
amendment,of the republican minority 
for an Issue of $300,000,000 of 3 per 
cent bonds and $100,000,000 of certlll- 
cates of indebtedness. 
A 
modified 


form of the seigniorage proposition 
was also adopted, on motion of Mr. 
Wolcott, by a vote of 48 to 81. 'It now 
provides for the coinage of the seign- 
iorage at the rate of $4,000,000 per 
month, until $42.000,000 is coined. 


The vote on Mr. Wolcotfs amend- 


ment for tho coinage of the silver bul- 
lion in the treasury as a substitute for 
the amendment of the majority of tho 
finance committee was agreed to— 
yeas, 48; nays, 31. 


Mr. Aldrlch moved to substitute for 


the amendment of the finance commit- 
tee striking out sections 27 and 28 of 
tho hov.se bill (providing for tho Issue 
of $500,000,000 of bonds and treasury 
certificates, not exceeding $100.000,000), 
the amendment of tho minority of the 
committee, providing for an issue of 
$100.000,000 of 3 per cent certificates of 
Indebtedness, to be offered at popular 
subscriptions, and of $300,000,000 of 3 
per cent bonds. This was agreed to— 
yeas. 45; nays, 31.

sion, and at 6:15 p. m. adjourned till
